Gomez was In the United States when tho revolution was being organ- 


ized by other Liberal leaders after his defeat for the presidency, and upon 
his return was arrested and sent to prison as a conspirator. Secretary TaCt 
ordered his release and since then he has been trying to reorganize his ad- 
mirers with a view of securing another nomination for president. 
During 


the war for independence he fought under Garcia, but abandoned him twice 
because of dissatisfaction or jealousy and returned to his home. He was 
accused of temporizing with the Spaniards, but the charge was never proven 


For three or four years prior to the recent presidential election he was 


superintendent of the sugar estates of Cebellos & Co. of New York and 
Silvera, their agent in Havana, who recently failed for several millions of 
dollars and dragged them down with him. 


Gomez was a member of the Moderate party until he had a quarrel with 


President Palma about two years ago, when he went over to the Liberals, 
and they made him their candidate for president because he was the political 
boss of the state of Santa Clara.

Norway and Sweden 
forestry had become part of the na- 
tional life, while Russia was drawing 
enormous revenues from government 
woodlands. 
Germany; the leader 
in 


the science-'of forestry, France, with 
Us perfected system of forest prac- 
tice, and Switzerland, oITered practi- 
cal examples for our emulation and 
imitation. 
Australia -and New Zea- 


land had mailo important advances, 
while in Canada, at the Cape of Good 
liepo, and in British India the Eng- 
lish had shown us the way to solve 
many of our forest problems.

United States, as if surrounded by a 
Chinese wall, alone was at a stand- 
still.

The great western forests are the 


first of tho three chief .natural re- 
sources of the public lands for which 
a policy at all commensurate with the 
new requirements has besn 
framed

If we have been 


behind other civilized countries, 'and 
even some uncivilized

this provision for the future, there 
Is every "reason to believe- that wo 
are now making up for lost time and 
that the United States is destined 
to become a leader among nations. 


Partly because we . are, as a . peo- 


anri, when it is past and new .forest 
growth conies to maturity, to sho'w us 
the way, In a fashion "we shall then 
heed better _than now, to ar'policy of 
ordinary business foresight. 


Besides the timber, the 140,000,000 


acres of national forest hold the wa- 
ter sources upon which every Impor- 
tant irrigation project In the west 
is forced to rely for success. .Ditches, 
no matter how well dug, cannot sup- 
ply farm land with- water'unless.they 
have reservoirs on which'to draw. Ar- 
tificial reservoirs, no matter how cost- 
ly or well planned, cannot themselves 
store water'.unless the water is first 
fed to them1 by the forested 
moun- 


tains and slopes from which, either 
first.or 
last,, all usable water must 


come. 
Whether forests bring more 


rainfall we do not know nor need to 
know. What we are sure of Is -tho 
control of the forest over the given 
rainfall. 
If the forest goes, the wa- 


ter goes with it, so far as use is 
concerned.
